Two terrorists took position behind good covers and 
sprayed bullets towards advancing police party. The Police 
party also took positions biU Constable Azad Singh and 
Constable Lila Ram continued advancing by crawling through 
elephant grass. Inspite of heavy firing by terrorists, both 
the Constables kept on advancing, without caring for their 
personal safety. Shri Azad Singh crawled about 160 meters 
and reached a spot from where he could see the terrorists; 
he fired on teriorists and one of them was injured, but 
the other terrorist sprayed bullets on him. Constable Azad 
Singh asked his companion to engage the terriorist and he 
himself fired another shot at the injured terrorist and killed 
him. Seeing that his associate has been killed, the other 
terrorist took to his heels. Constable Azad Singh gave a 
hot chase upto about 6 Kms, but the terrorist managed to 
escape through thick elephant grass under the cover of 
darkness- The dead Terrorist was latcd idenlified as AJit 
Singh alias Jeeta, a hard-core terrorist. 

In this encounter Shri Azad Singh, Constable displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

No, O-12012/20/89-ONG D 4,—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by clause (i) of sub-nile (1) of rule 5 of the 
Petroleum and Natural Gas Rules, 1959, the Central Oovem- 
ment hereby grants to the Oil and Natural Gas Commission, 
Tcl Bhavan, Dohradun (herin after referred to as Commis¬ 
sion), a Petroleum Exploration Licence to prospect for Petro¬ 
leum for four years from 28th March, 1989 for Kutch Off¬ 
shore (Block I) Extension 'C* area measuring 240 sq. kms. 
the particulars of which are given in Schedule A annexed 
hereto. 

2. The grant of licence is subject to the terms and condi¬ 
tions mentioned below 

(a) The Exploration Licence should be in respect of 
Petroleum. 

(b) If any minerals are found during the exploration 
work, the Commission should bring that to the 
notice of the Central Government with full parti¬ 
culars thereof. 

(c) Royalty at the late mentioned below shall be 
charged. 

(i) Rs. 192A per metric tonne or such rates as 
may be fixed by the Central Government from 
lime to lime on all crude oil and casing-hcad 
condensate. 

tji) In case of natural gas, at such rates as may be 
fixed by the Central Government fiom lime‘to 
time. 

Id) The Commission shall within the first '^0 days of 
every month, furnish to the Central Government, a 
full proper return showing the quantity and gioss 
value of all crude oil, casing-hcad condensate and 
natural gas obtained during the preceding month in 
pursuance of the licence. The return shall be in 
the form given in Schedule ‘B’ annexed hereto. 

(c) The Commission shall deposit a sum of Rs. 6000/-

No. F.l-6/90-PN(D.I).—^Despite efforts at social and 
economic development since attainment of Independence, 
a majority of our people continue to remain deprived o5P 
education, which is one of the basic needs for human deve¬ 
lopment. It is also a matter of grave concern that our 
people comxyriso 50 per cent of the world^s illiterate, and 
large sections of children have to go without acceptable 
level of primary education. Government accords the highest 
priority to education—both as a human right and as the 
means for bringing about a transformation towards a more 
humane and enlightened society. There Is need to make 
education an effective instrument for securing a status of 
eqvality for wpmen, and persons belonging to the back¬ 
ward classes and minorities. Moreover, it is essential to 
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give a work and employment orientation to education and 
to exclude from it the elitist aberrations which have become 
the glaring characteristics of the educational scene. Educa¬ 
tional institutiops are increasingly ^ being influenced bv 
castcism, communalism and obscurantism and it is necessary 
to lay special ^emphasis on stmggle against this phenomenon 
and to move towards a genuinely egalitarian and secular 
social order. The National Policy on Education, 1986 (NPE), 
needs to evolve a framework which would enable the counliy 
to move towards this perspective of education.
